doggerel to flee from the wrath to come. 

The doom-sealers did not seem | par- 
ticularly worried at the impending calamity, 
but sang and beat time with their grip- 
sacks and umbrellas in true revival 
style, They left for St Helena on the 4.40 
train. This train carrie away to safety 
many white believers also, Their faith af- 
fected them differently from what it did the 
colored people, They were mainly foreigners 
aud their pale faces told how much they were 
impressed by the awfulness of the things that 
are to happen on April 14.

How the Pinto Indians Prepared the Dead 
ly Paste, 


Weare ‘indebted ton Mine Frank Smith of 
Whitewater for:a very; graphic account of the 
manner in which wPiutd Indian préparéd bit 
deadly arrows, He gathered a dozen or moré 
rattlesnake heads and, puf;them iin aspherica! 
earthen vessel. .With,these he put half 
pint.of the species of. large. xed ant .that i 
found hereabouts. (Phe, bite of this ant it 
more poisonous than that of a bee, Upon 
thee he poured a bit of water, and then seal 
ed up with moist earth and a lid this vessel. 
He then dug a hole two feet deep into the 
ground, in which he builfA roaring fire and 
put in some sténes.~’ When the interior of the 
hole and the stones were red hot he made @ 
place in thé bottom for the earthen vesse) and 
putitin. Aboutitand upon it he put thé 
coals and hot’stones, ‘and upon the top he 
built a fierce fire and kept it up, for twenty 
four hours, Then he dug out his vessel, and 
standing off with a long pole, he disengage 
the top and let the fumesescape. He insisted 
that had they struck his faca it would have 
killed him. The rass left in tho vessel svas « 
dark brown paste. 

To test the efficacy of his concoction, | the 
Indian with his hunting knife made a cut ix 
his bare leg, just below the knee, and let, tht 
blood fun down to his ankle, Then taking 4 
stick, he dipped it in‘ the poison and touch 
ed the descending blood at the ankle, It,im 
mediately began to sizzle, as if it wero cook 
ing the blood, and the poison followed the 
blood right up the leg, sizzling its way, unti! 
the Indian scraped the blood off with thi 
knife. He assured our informant that had 
he allowed it to reach thé mouth of the wound 
he would have been a dead man.

liable. 

The House continued in committee after 
recess, when an interesting discussion oc 
curred arising out of the clause providing 
against polygamous practices. .

The Rykert Investigation, 

Orrawa, April 10,—A meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections was held

Upon returning to Preston 
ho was eating a luncheon when one of the at- 
tendants ran in and exclaimed: ‘We are all 
on fire.” Keeper Hall and the attendants 
immediately set to work rescuing the in-

paving the others. None of the provisions or 
household effects weie saved. Nothing re- 
mains but the cistern in the cellar. 

The buildings destroyed were the asylum, 
in which there were about 80 inmates, and 
the pauper house and idiot ward, in which 
there were about 40, Both were three-story 
wooden buildings in good repair. havihg 
wings two-story in height. They stood 
tide by side, an driveway separating, 
They were valued at $25,000 and insured for 
$19,000 and are a total loss. The horrible 
part of the disaster was the burning of the 10 
Idiots who were penned in their cells and were 
roasted alive. The fire started in this portion 
of the main building and as the inmates were 
asleep and no sounds were heard it is prob- 
able that the smoke and gases smothered 
them before they felt the pain of the fire. 

| The origin of the fire was probably the 
| Bmouldering sparks of a alight fire which 
occurred Wednesday afternoon. Deborah 
Dibble, a feeble-minded old woman, was 
smoking a pipe and. set her cloth- 
Ing and bedding on fire and was 
burned fatally before the flames 
could be extinguished Her corpse 
was burned last night. It is supposed that 
the fire started from some undiscovered 
emouldering sparks from this event. The 
keeper was awakened by o pauper and at- 
tempted to release the idiots, but was driven 
back by the fire. He then ran through the 
other buildings in his nightclothes, rousing 
the inmates and turning them out of doors. 

The insane patients had, some of them, to 
be forced out and fought against release, but 
all were saved. Most of them were taken 
under guard to the Methodist and Univer- 
Salist Churches till other quarters are. pro- 
vided, and such a gibbering, motley congro- 

tion was never seen in churches before. 
saa escaped and took to the woods, where 
the sheriff anda large number of deputies 
are bunting for them. Keeper Mainwaring 

resoued several at the peril of his life. 

The scene at the burning was indescribable 
and the horrors of Longue Point were 
feenacted on a smaller scale. Demented and 
terror-stricken inmates wandered around the 
burning piles in a hopeless manner. The 
great wooden bnildings lit up the hills for 
miles around. The coroner will hold an in- 

quest.

Tho Keepers’ Stories—Friends Searching 
| for Lost Inmates, 


Norwion, N.Y., May 8.—The excitement 
here over the destruction of the poor house 
and county insane asylum is intense. All 
who had friends among the unfortunates have 
Pagerly sought information of their fates. 
A procession of all sorts of vehicles 

as been going to Preston all day. 

he smoke and stench from the holocaust 
are perceptible bere. At the scence of disaster 
it was sickening. The idiots were looked in 
and roasted like beasts. 

Their unearthly screams first aroused a 
pauper named Edward Francis, who slept 
fMearthem. Francis says he arose and called 
Keeper Mainwaring, who came down stairs 
from his room in a hurry. By that time 
the building was a goner and the folks inside 
were screaming and calling for help but no 
one could live a minute in there, Keeper 
Mainwarning says that when he was 
mroused he did not wait to dress 
himself but bounded down-stairs in 
his bare feet. On opening the door 
leading from the hall to the idiot 
department he saw the interior 
was one mass of flames and the 
tmoke overpowering. He attempted to 
fescue the inmates who were shut in their 
célls ‘but was (driven back by the heat 
arid smoke. Hoe then ran out and gave the 
alarm, returned to his room and dressed him- 
telf and then ran through the corridors and 
aroused the paupers. 

In some instances the people were dated 
end it was necessary to carry them bodily 
down from the house. Mainwaring says that 
when ‘he took possession as keeper -he 
threw out all the old stovepipe and 
replaced it with new besides putting heavy 

nveting iron screens around every stove aud 
te did everything to prevent a conflagration. 
Keeper Hall. of the insane depart- 
ment says some of the lunatics were 
lgly and refused to be rescued until main 
force was used. All the corpses were burned 
beyond recognition.

A COMMON NSE VIEW 


The United States Sifpreme Court Dentes 
Kemmler’s) Petition 

WASHINGTON, May 23, The Supreme 
Court of the United St s to-day denied the 
application for a writ offerror in the case of 
Kemmler, under senterpe of death by eleo 
tricity. Chief Justice Fujler read the opinion 
of the court 

It is urged in Kemmlef’s behalf, says the 
opinion, that the ldth a nendment is a pro- 
hibition on the Statefof the imposition of 
cruel and unusual punighment The origin 
of the phrase, the cq@urt said, was in the 
English act of settlemegt in 1688, and meant 
that barbarous mothbds of punishment 
should not be infiloted. [It meant that a man 
should not be sentencedjto death by torture, 
but did not mean that Bho death penalty it 
self was cruel. The c§ange in the form of 
death was within the Plegitimate sphere of 
the legislative power ofthe state. The Legis 
lature of the State of New York determined 
that it did not inflicf cruel and unusual 
punishment and its qpurts have sustained 
that determination. T§is court cannot see 
that the prisoner has son deprived of dus 
process of law. In afder to reverse the 
judgment this court wahld be compelled to 
hold that the Courtof Appeals had commit- 
ted an error so gross asfto deprive the prison- 
er of his constitutional rights. The court 
has no hesitation in sa ng it cannot do this 


The Next Step. 

ALBANY, May 23.—The next step to be 
taken in the courts in th» Kemmler case will 
be the argumentof the Pppeal from the de 
cision of County Judg Corlett of Cayuga 
countyy denying a wrij of habeas corpus, 
asked for on the grouikl of the unconstitu 
tionality of the power dpnferred on Warden 
Durston in the executiqh of criminals, which 
power is claimed to bd vested in the sheriff 
of the county wherein [the conviction is had. 
The appeal will come ¥p before the General 
Term at Buffalo, Junej3. This appeal does 
not affect the deat§ penalty itself or the 
crime or manner of 16 execuhion, and it is 
expected the General Ferm will dispose of it 
in time to allow it to pe carried to the Court 
of Appeals at the Sagatoga June session 

Another issue in the case will be the 
quest for Judge Wallace to vacate the writ 
of habeas corpus granted by bim a Syra 
cuse, but on the condition that he would re- 
voke the writ in case the United States 
Supreme Court dengd Lawyer Sherman's 
application for a writof error This writ is 
returnable before Judge Wallace at Canan- 
daigua June 17

There is much criticism as to the method of 
holding an inquest, The jury was composed 
of workingmen taken from the street, and 
found a verdict of suicide before a post- 
mortem examination was made. Itis almost 
certain that the unfortunate Englishman met 
with foul play, but as yet noarrests have been 
made,

MAJOR-GENERAL THE DUKE OF CON- 
NAUGHT. 


A Royal Soldier in Egypt 


Major-General His Royal Highness Arthur, 
Duke of Connaught, K.G.,'K/T., K-P., @O.M.G,, 
as our British cousins call him, was born Mayl, 
1880. Heentered the Woolwich Military Acaglemy 
as a cadet in 1866, became a lieutenant in the 
Royal Engincers in 1568, and a lieutenant in the 
Royal Artillery in 1869, a Houtenant ib the Rifle 
Brigade ‘ih thé same year, and a captain in 1871. 
His staff services aro; Brigade major at Alder- 
shot in 1878; brigade major to the cavalry briga- 
dier at the same quarters in 1475, inthe October 
of which year he was appointed assistant 
adjutant-general at Gibraltar, ‘which post he 
held until April, 1876. In 1880 he wag made 
o general of brigade at Aldershot Be 
aides holding other appointments, the Duke 
is colonel-in-chief of the Royal Rifle Corps and 
personal aiddecamp to the Queen. He 
served for several years in Canad. as a subaltern 
in the Rifle brigade, being stationed at Mont- 
real. He saw active service in Egypt in 1882, 
being in command of adivision at the battle of 
Tel-ol-Kebir. ‘For several years past the Duke 
bas been in cpmmand ofthe forces of the Bengal 
presidenay, Upon resigning that position he re- 
polved to return to England via Cannda, and after 
leaving Indin proceeded to China and Japan, 
where he redelved enthusiastic welcomes. He Is 
accompanied by General McNeill and other 
official.

GLADSTONE AT DUNDEE, 


Heo Charncterizes Protection as a Misno~ 


mor, A Dol usion and a Snare 


Dunprw, Oct. 20.—Mr. Gladstono arrived 
bere at noon to-day and was met at tho sta 
tion by the provost and councilmen Im 
monse throngs surrounded the station and 


oxtended far along the approaches thereto 
Mr, Gladstone remarked that protection 
plundered and defrauded the people of the 
country which adopted it. Hesald covery 
country giving greater stringency of protec 
tion within its borders, though damaging us 
within its own market, gave ua a freer ‘and 
broader flold in other markets. It was 
not possible for Groat’ Britain to 
receiven vital or profound injury from any 
of these operations abroad, France and Ger 
many threatened retaliation, England 
should not be let into such suicidal folly 
(Cheers.] There were still capital and plenty 
of resources in this great country to hold and 
koop its place in the markets of tho world 

Mr, Gladstone objected to the plan ofa 
gollvorein of the whole British ompire, in- 
cluding the colonies and dependoncios, against 
all foreign countries, He doubted much 
whether the whole empire would consent. 
It would be hard upon countries pursuing 
free trade with England to punish them bo- 
cause some particular country had adopted 
a restricted system of commerce. The zoll- 
vervin would to some extent enlarge com- 
mérce with the colonies, butit would contract 
commerce with the rest of the world. The 
amount of imperial commerce was £187,000,- 
000 yearly, whereas the foreign commerce 
amounted to £554,000,000, It would be a 
most inglorious policy to clog British en 
and terpiies ar market er £554,000,000 
yearly in order to enlarge action with a 
market of one-third that amount. 

The operation of the McKinley tariff might 
not disturb trade so much as some expected. 
America must get paid for her exports to 
England and must take paymenteither in 
British‘manufactures or in foreign or colonial 
goods through English markets. One effect 
of the McKinley tariff would be to direct the 
attention of British manufacturers towards 
the production of finer goods, because these 
bore the least intolerable protective rate. 
The result would be to elevate and improve 
the taste of British manufacturers, to spur 
them on and stimulate their fngenulty 
(Cheers) 

The probable tendency produced by it by the 
tariff among Americans would be towards 
manufacture of coarser goods, thus degrad- 
ing their productions. Although America 
had gone on tightening her protective sys 
tems, sho had not lessened English trade, In 
eo of protection commerce between 

merica and Great Britain had rapidly 
and greatly increased. The experience 
of the t ought to dispel alarms that the 
McKinley law would effect material injury. 
The harm to English commerce would be 
fractional compared with that done to peo- 

le of the protected country.

WILL STRIKE AT THE TRAFFIC. 


Secr tury Windom Aboutto Strike a Re- 
tnlintory Blow at Canadian Trade. 

WASHINGTON, Oot, 20.—Secretary Win- 
Jon's annual report will contain a recom- 
mendation that the privileges now enjoyed 
by the Canadian railways in transporting 
freizht for this country shall be materially 
Abridged. In a communication to the Senate 
cone rning this subject Secretary Windom 
paid: 

Iam informed that since the completion 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway goods ar- 
riving at Vancouver, British Columbia, from 
Asintic ports destined for the United States 
bave been placedin the cars of that com- 
sany, Which were then sealed by the United 
States consul at that port and forwarded to 
their destination in the United States, I find 
that this practice has been acquiesced in by 
this department in so far that the customs 
officials at the frontier ports of arrival have 
respected the consular seals and allowed the 
cars to go forward without entry and exami- 
nation of their contents if the seals were 
found intact. 

Iam of the opinion that it was the intent 
of the law to confine the privileges of 
the consular seal: to cars containing 
merchandise contiguous country, 
does not extend
